On Monday night, town 
council supported the may¬ 
oral candidate's request for 
the clerk's office to conduct a 
recount on Nov. 9, after she 
was defeated by incumbent 
Doug Martin by only four 
votes on the Oct. 25 munici¬ 
pal election. 

Noyes, a 13-year member of 
council, and Martin both 
abstained from any discus¬ 
sion on the report presented 
to councillors on Monday. 

Despite some concerns, all 
four politicians eligible to 
debate the topic voted in 
favour of the recount.

Outgoing Ward 1 Coun. 
Sandy Annunziata said he 
has "no problem" support¬ 
ing the request, but hopes 
if the result proves the 
results to be accurate that 
the issue will be put to rest.

It's been one of those 
weeks when I finished the 
paper on Friday that I col¬ 
lapsed onto the couch, 
thanking God it is all over. 

Between not having a 
part-time reporter at my 
disposal this week, an ongo¬ 


ing Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing on the Bay 
Beach issue, and mourning 
the loss of an uncle to can¬ 
cer... I have been riding a 
roller coaster of emotion all 

Struggling to attend as 
much of the hearing I can 
while meeting with several 
other people for photos and 
stories has been quite the 
task. 

In an email sent by one 
of the people who opposes 
the Bay Beach project and 
has been following the pro¬ 


cedures closely, it has come 
to my attention that the 
hearing may conclude a lot 
sooner than the originally 
scheduled three weeks. 

What a relief 

I'm not saying the 
process should be rushed 
and that the concerns being 
heard are not important but 
I don't think I could handle 
another week like this, espe¬ 
cially when my mind is con¬ 
stantly wandering thinking 
about my family and every¬ 
thing we are going through 
right now. 


Aside from what is going 
on in my personal life, the 
OMB hearing has been 
interesting during the time I 
was able to attend. 

Piles of information are 
being shared and discussed, 
along with many opinions 
of people on both sides of 
the issue. 

I'll be honest, I've heard 
a lot of them before at 
council meetings and the 
only difference is that at 
these hearings there is a lot 
less booing and hissing and 
a much more reserved audi¬ 


ence, who are clearly there 
to learn about the proce¬ 
dure and ultimately what 
needs to be expressed to the 
board for it to render a 
decision. 

What makes it a lot easi¬ 
er for people attending 
every day, along with all 
three legal counsels is the 
fact that the hearing chair 
Reid Rossi, a member of 
the OMB seems like a very 
down-to-earth individual 
who has often cracked jokes 
at points of the hearing. If I 
were involved with the 


process more than just sit¬ 
ting at the back with a pen 
and notepad, I would be 
appreciative of this, know¬ 
ing he wants everyone to be 
comfortable and respectful 
of everyone's comments 
and opinions. 

I have a feeling the 
process will become even 
more interesting next week 
as it draws closer to the end.

Caribbean nation after a 
devastating earthquake hit 
in January of this year. 

On Friday, the local 
Christian ministry will be 
hosting "Help Haiti Heal: 
Singspiration Benefit 
Concert" at the Leisureplex 
banquet hall, and will be a 
great evening of music and 
testimony, its organizers are 
saying. 

Special guest speakers 
Patrick and Barbara 
Lataillade were living in 
Port-au-Prince and operat¬ 
ing their own missionary 
initiative called Living Word 
Ministries when the earth¬ 
quake caused them to be 
trapped underneath the 
rubble from their collapsed 


Barbara was removed 
much easier than Patrick as 
it took several friends about 
15 hours to get him out from 
under the toppled house. 

At one critical point, doc¬ 
tors told Patrick he needed 
immediate medical atten¬ 
tion that wasn't available in 
Haiti and if he didn't, he 
would die. 

They approached the 
only available plane in 
sight, which was a Canadian 
Air Force Jet. Thanks to the 
compassion of the crew, he 
was transported to a hospi¬ 
tal in Florida and he 
received treatment that has 
kept him alive to tell his 
story today. 

Barbara's right leg was 
amputated halfway 

between her ankle and knee 
and Patrick's right arm had 
to be amputated, before he 
spent three weeks on a ven¬ 
tilator and on dialysis, on 
the brink of death.James
